HANSEN - His friends warned 
him not to jump. 

It was too dark. The wind 
wasn’t right. The water was too 
higli. - - 

But 29-year-pId Roger Butler, 
an experienced BASE jumper 
who once parachuted from the 
Stratosphere hotel tower in Las 


Vegas, apparently died Sunday 
after .jumping from the Hansen 
Bridge and disappearing in the 
water. 

“All of them tried to talk him 
out of it, but he had to do it,’’ 
said Cpl. Daron Brown of the 
Twin Falls County Sheriff’s 
Office. “The guy was experi- 
enced, but he made a bad 
choice." 

With the help of a brand-new 


underwater camera, search and 
rescue teams from Jerome and 
Twin Falls counties continued 
searching the frigid Snake River 
Monday for signs of Butler and 
his* parachute, but the search 
was called off as sundown 
neared. Water flow at the 
Minidoka Dam was stopped late ' 
Monday to lower the water level 
and aid searchers when they con- 
tinue this morning. 


The counties don’t know the 
cost of the search. 

Butler, who had made more 
than €00 BASE jumps, spent 
Sunday with three friend para- 
chuting from the Perrine Bridge, 
a popular spot for BASE jumpers 
because it is legal to jump there. 
BASE stands for building, anten- 
na, span and earth.

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Millionaires were average students, new book says

ATLANTA — Donald Sonner is 
in the junk business. The 64-year>' 
old head of Southern Bloomer 
Manufacturing in Bristol, Tcnn., 
takes scrap cloth and makes 
underwear for prisons and strips 


for cleaning guns. 

He doesn’t have a master’s 
degree in business. In fact, he 
went to high school for only a 
year. But by working hard and 
capitalizing on an Idea no one 
else had, Sonner was a million- 
aire by the time he was 24. 


His story is not unique, says 
Tliomas J. Stanley, who surveyed 
1,300 millionaires for his new 
book, “The Millionaire Mind,” 
which comes out today. 

Tlic average millionaire made 
B’s and C’s in college, Stanley 
says. Their average SAT score 


was 1190 - not good enough to 
get into many top-notch schools. 

“I find no correlation between 
SAT scores, grade point averages 
and. economic achievement. 
None,” said Stanley. “Adminedly, , 
■ there are some very briglit people 
in Uie data, but not many.”

Any person who 
asserts a water right claim in 
this adjudication is a party to 
tlie adjudication, Monson said in 
his request to the adjudication 
court for a “status conference” 
to discuss and resolve the issue.

WASHINGTON - To a chorus 
of Republican ridicule. President 
Clinton sent Congress his budget 
' finale on Monday, a $1.84 trillion 
plan to expand health care 
access, shrinik the national debt 
and shdwer Democratic con- 
stituencies with election-year 
largesse. 

Blessed with a budgetary 
bonanza that past presidents 
could only dream about - a pro- 
jected $2.92 trillion in federal 
surpluses over the next decade - 
Clinton used his spending outline 
to propose something for almost 
everyone. 

He would cut taxes for the sick, 
elderly, poor and college-bound; 
spend more for the env&onmcnt,

schools and gun-law enforce- 
ment; and erase the $3.7 trillion 
publicly held portion of- the 
national debt by 2013. 

The proposal is sure to be 
heavily reworked by Congress, 
where defiant Republicans dis- 
missed it as a gambit to bolster 
Vice President A1 Gore’s presi- 
dential bid and the Democratic 
drive' to capture Congress. They 
promised to fatten the plan's 
tax cuts, trim its spending 
boosts and ignore its tax 
iticreascs. 

“It has oU things for everyone 
they feel they'll need to get A1 


Gore elected president,” said 
House Budget Committee 
Chairman John Kasich, R*Ohio, 
who called it “the president’s 
fantasy budget.” 

“I look forward to working 
with the president in putting 
together a serious spending pro- 
posal,” said Senate Budget 
Committee Chairman Pete 
Domenici, R-N.M. “But this is a 
' document designed to help Al. 
Gore win election.” 

There was little denying presi- 
dential politics at the White 
House, where officials said at 
least a dozen Gore proposals - 
were latticed into the outline. 
But beyond that, Clinton’s 
farewell spending blueprint - for

woman the day before she broke 
her back in a jumping accident 
at the Perrine Bridge, said Nancy 
Howell, spokeswoman for the 
Twin Falls County Sheriff’s 
Ofhee. 

The group was headed back to 
Ogden, Utah, Sunday before 
stuping at the Hansen Bridge, 
vvlarc jumping also is legal. With 
hiAfriends videotaping, Butler 
juuipcd from the west side of the 
bridge and glided toward the 
water without a hitch, but he ran 
into trouble after hitting the 
“riverrHowell'suid. 

It wasn’t immediately clear 
what happened, but shortly after 
landing in the water Butler and 
his chute disappeared below U)c 
surface. Neither has been seen 
since, she said. 

Butler was not wearing a life 
jacket, and he was jumping into 
a highly inaccessible area of the 
Snake River Canyon, Brown said.

Republicans said that at a dmc 
of surplus, taxpayers should get a 
bigger break than Clinton wants 
to give them.

cr taxes on cigarettes and some 
corporate transactions. And they 
noted that using Clinton’s own 
figures,' there would be a net $9 
billion tax increase in 2001 and a 
$1 biUii7R increase in 2002 before 
annual tax cuts begin to outweigh 
increases.

Congress will not raise taxes,” 
said House Majority Leader Dick 
Aim^, R-Texas. 

Clinton took congressional pre- 
dictions that his plan was dead on 
arrival in stride: “That’s what 
th<^ said in *99, and we got most 
of it; that’s what they said in ’96, 
and wc got most of it,” he assert- 
ed on CNN’s “Money Line." 

Strikingly, the president’s bud- 
get boasted few initiatives that 
he has not proposed before. 

- Among the new ones was a $91 
billion, 10-ycar effort to expand 
health coverage for working poor 
- families.

In November 1999, Wood 
rejected Nez Perce claims to the 
majority of the water in the 
Snake Rivcr->-.cIauns that-could,— 
if granted, affect most water 
users in southern Idaho, includ- 
ing Wood and his family, the Nez 
Perce say. 

The Nez Perce tribe filed 1,113 
claims to water in the Snake 
River as part of the adjudica- 
tion. The tribe said an 1855 
treaty granting fishing rights 
implied a water right to sustain 
the fishing rights. 

Wood rejected that argument. 
He held that an 1893 agreement 
legally reduced the Nez Perce 
reservation to just a fraction of 
the land the tribe originally 
inhabited - and ruled that the 
tribes were not entitled to. water 
in the Snake. 

Wood ruled that fishing rights 
reserved by the Nez Perce in 


“BASE jumping is like white- 
water rafting,” he said. “It’s a 
self-saving sport. You can’t 
expect to jump off a bridge and 
have someone come and save 
you.” 

Butler’s taste for daring jumps 
was passed down from his 
father, a pnra^tcr for 30 years, 
said Paul Butler, an unde who 
drove to Twin Falls after tjio‘" 
aeddem. 

Roger Butler watched his . 
father nearly die in a 1998 para- 
chuting aeddent that almost cost - 
the older Butler his leg.

ing a Fourth of July celebration, 
Paul Butler said. 

"He just loved to do this,” Paul 
Butler said of his nephew. “He 
loved to fly.”

Like so many tourists traveling

“A Place to Be Somebody.” Tbe 
state’s primary was one of only 
two that the millionaire publisher 
from neighboring New Jersey 
won in 1996. 

But with. only Forbes and 
George W. Bush personally cam- 
paigning in the First State, 
Delaware’s vote seems unlikely to 
capture the nation’s imagination. 

~Unllke Iowa and New Hampshire, 
Delaware’s hotels aren’t full, the 
TV satellite trucks aren’t blo^ng 
the streets and there are many 

- babies left unkissed. 

“Unfortunately,” said 
"Delaware 'Republican Tarty 
Chairman Basil Battaglia, “I think 
we’re still flying under the radar 
screen of the national media.” 

Battaglia led Delaware’s charge 
to the front of the 2000 primary 
calendar, only to be stymied by 
the first-in-the-nation traditions of 
Iowa and New Hampshire. 
.Candidates were warned to stay 

.. _away,.lest.they_tick.off_voters.in. . 

the other early states. 

“We don’t want to compete 
with New Hampshire,” Battaglia 


said. “Fm not trying to build up 
• an industry herc/lSn just trying 
to make sure the people have on 
opportunity to vote, maybe, for 
the next president of the United 
States.” 

- - Of'Course, a little industry' 
wouldn’t hurt. New Hampshire . 
reaps an estimated $175 million 
in economic benefit from its qua- 
drennial primary. Delaware, 
apparently, has had no such luck, 
according to Gary Smith of 
Delaware’s Economic Develop- 
ment Office. 

“Economic impact from'ihe 
Delaware primary?” Smith said. 
Then he laughed. 

The political impact doesn’t 
promise to'be much greater. 
Forbes is counting on a Delaware 
win to show that his candidacy 
has at least some viability, but the 
idea of a “Delaware boun ce” is 
dubious. Ncvertheles^~Fo?bcs is 
wrapping up four days of criss- 
' crossing Delaware. by bus, which, 
in the nation’s second-smallest 
state, is about 3 1/2 more;days 
than needed.

1. Multimedia saves the day: 
Remember the days when, if you 
wanted to find a broadcast of 
your favorite college football 

"teamryou'had'to'get in the“car,“ 
drive to die highest mountain arid 
fine tune the AM radio only to get 
a static-laden, ham-radio-type sig- 
nal? 

Indiana University graduates 
Todd Wagner and Mark Cuban 
encountered the same dilemma in 
199S when they were trying to fol- 
low their beloved Hoosiers’ bas- 
ketball games from Dallas. 
Instead of kicking their radios, 
they parlayed $4,000 in equip* 
ment and Cuban’s spare hc^oom 
to Stan the ’Net’s premier stream- 
.ing audio and video programming, 
company. 

Today, Dallas-bascd Yahoo! 
Broadcast Services operates out of 
a 28,000-square-foot converted 
warehouse equipped with satellite 
dishes that piill in television and 
radio signals from around the 
world. Wagner and Cuban’s brain- 
child offers not only Hoosiers’- 
garhes, but has grown into a com- 
pany that features game broad- 
casts and other programming for- 
more than 450 college and profes- 
sional spKirts teams. 

2. Simulation applications: A 


few years ago, anyone who sat in 
an office had to call in sick to 
hear their favorite football or 
baseball team play a day game. 
Through all the brick and mortar 
and hard-nosed bosses, it was 
tough to get radio broadcasts to 
come in at work. 

, Several of the big-media compa- 
nies recognized that problem. 
Companies' such as CBS 
SportsLine, Goxom, TotalSports, 
The Sporting News and 
MSNBCSports.com created real- 
time applications that follow 
sports events, espedally daytime 
events for those chained to a desk. 

Daytime sports fans can launch 
one of these applications on their 
desktop, pretend to busy at tlieir 
desks and follow major league 
— bascbal! games,~professional golf’ 
toumamems or NASCAR races. 

CO.com and ABCsports.com 
took it a step further with their 
' Enhanced TV feature. Enhanced 
TV enables computer users to use 
interactive content that is syn- 
chronized with tlic game telecast. 

3. Fantasy watchers go hi-tcch: 
Back in the old days, fantasy 
spons leagues and followers had 
to track the results in the next 
day’s newspaper or on TV. Now, 
fantasy sports fans can not only 
. access real-time statistics, but 

have the data sent to them on- 

their personal computer. 

Sites con track the scoring sys* 
terns for fantasy leagues for a fee 
or for free. Users of personal dis- 
tal assistants (handheld comput- 
ers such as Ptilm VIIs) or pagers 
. can have fantasy sports data .sent 
to them anywhere. That has 
greatly reduced the number of 
phone calls to newspaper sports 
departments from stats-starved 
fantasy fans.

Things to look for in

Q. I’m ready to buy my first 
computer and have dccidt^ on a 
Pentium III modcL When I went 
shopping, 1 discovered several 
computer models from' different 
. manufacturers offering. :.an‘ 
Athlon processor instead. 
Furthermore, this processor is 
. made by a company aJled AMD 
and not Intel Is thb something I 
should consider or stay with the 
big name brand? 

A. Advanced Micro Devices, or 
AMD,'hos been around'for a long' 
'-time-end has done well making 
Intel-compatible microproces- 
sors. Previous chips made include 
the AMD K5 and K6-2, wluch are 
still available and offer speed 
and features, comparable, to. 
Pentium and Pentium II chips 
respectively. But the Athlon you 
mention is AMD's latest offering 
and is comparable to Intel’s 
fastest generation of Pentium m 
chips. 

The three 'considerations you 
should make concerning another 
brand of CPU are speed, compat- 
ibility and cost. Comparing the 
-Athlon to the Pentium nZis fairly— 
straightforward! Without split- 
ting hairs, a SOO-megahertz 
Pentium III is comparable to a 
SOO-megahertz AUilon. Currently 
Athlon is avadable in 500-, 550-, 
600-, 650-and a blazing 800-mcga- 
hertz version. In fact, AMD intro- 
duced their 800-mcgahcrtz chip 
before Intel made it to market 
with theirs. 

Compatibility is about as close 
as you can get. AMD claims the 
Athlon should run anytliing that 
runs on an Intel chip. And as far 
as cost is concerned, unless 
you’re building your computer 
from scratch, you aren’t going to 
be buying an Athlon off the shelf. 
However, computers with an 
Athlon inside tend to be a little 


. less expensve. But this shoul^*t 
be the deciding factor in malting 

r-your CPU brand choice. • - - 

So your concern really 
shouldn’t be which brand micro- 
processor to buy but rather how 
fast a system you want. And since 
.megahertz-ratings are so closely 
matched between both manufac- 
turers, my suggestion is to go for 
a sublime balance of a computer 
system that fills aU your needs, 
one that offers the most featum 
you wont and best accommodates 
your wallet. 

Q..What is a Java applet? . 

A. Java is a progr anu ning lan- 
guage developed by Sun 
Microsystems. With it, program- 
mers can write. small applica- 
tions, or Java applets, that run ' 
within your Internet browser. 

• -Unlike-HTML,-which is used pri- 
marily for Web page displays - 
(although the latest versions con - 
do some pretty impressive 
things), Java applications can 
perform even more complex 
inicraciivc functions. And since 
they run on your computer, they 
require no further online time 
once downloaded unless their 
function requires it. For some ’ 

— outstanding-examples-of-graphi- — 
cal applet, surf on over to 
http://www.anfyteam.com where 
you'll see a variety of animated 
images and menus. One of my 
favorites is the rotating cube; 
Suspended as if it were in a zero 
gravity environment, you can 
spin its sides with the mouse. 
Each side of the cube displays a 
link. Rotating the cube and 
clicking on the desired side 
sends you to the linked Web site. 
You have to see it to believe it. 
Others include a wheel menu, 
rippling watery effects that can 
distort an image or an entire 
Web page and a smoothly ani- 
mated book page flip that helps 
to make even the dullest materi- 
al fun to view.

I, perwnally, have suf- ' ' 
fered losses that will not be recom- , 
pen'sed because the police repon stated 
there was no 'witness, a wjtnc.ss I wa.s 
denied acccits to. and for some rea.son 
these trained officers could not deter- 
mine who was at fault. .

Clinton went through looking glass this time 


W illi surpluses thill have 
yet to materialize, 
Presideni Clinton wani.s 
Congress to fund a host 
of new programs. He 
describes bis wish list with the eagerness 
of a child extolling the virtues of a 
puppy, but parents know who ends up 
caring for the dog. 

This isn’t mere pessimism talking. The 
_Congrcssional Budget Office, whose fig- 
ures lawmakers'iise'to draw tip tlic” fedeP” 
al budget, devoted an entire section in 
its latest "Budget and Economic 
Outlook” to a series of graphs and tables 
explaining errors it had made in past 
budget projections.' No reasonable per- 
son can read CBO’s analysis without con- 
cluding that five-year projections are - 
probable at best - and 10-year projec- 
.tions border on fantasy. 

Anytime a fcdcnil agency is coura- 
geous enouglt to point out where and 
why its previous budget estimates were 
wrong, it makes sense for policy-makers 
to heed the warning. Yet the more I wan- 
der around in President Clinton's bud- 
gets, the more I expect to run into tlic - 
March Hare or the Queen of Hearts. I 
feel as thougli I’ve gone ihrouglt the 
looking glass, and things arc looking a bit 
strange in Wonderland. 

In his State of the Union address, the 
president proposed more Uian 10() 
spending initiatives dial would cost 
about $42 billion the first year. He wants 
SI billion for after-school and .summer 
school programs, a $1 billion increase in 
Head Start funding, $1 billion for teach-

■ ers and S690 million for housing vouch- 
ers. He proposes $1 10 billion over 10 
years for expanding health insurance. 
Throw in a $350 billion tax cut - plus 
retiring tlic national debt by 2013- and 
you are, as the saying go&s, vilking real 
money. 

If CBO’s projections of economic 
growth iire off by even a fraction of 1 
percent, there will be no money to pay 
for these programs, even tliou^i the ben- 
eficiaries will still expect their "entitle- 
ment.” But some policy-makers in 
Washington seem to be prepared to risk 
the solvency of Social Security and the .. 
nation’s financial health on budget pro- 
jections die agency describes as “uncer- 
tain.” And CBO ought to know: In 1993, 
it said the government would be running 
a $455 billion deficit today, not a $176 
billion surplus. 

Would any of these programs even be > 
considered if it weren’t for CBO’s projec- 
tion of $1.9 trillion in surpluses over the 
next decade? And how many of them 
will be possible if the economy takes so 
much as a breather from its record 
expansion? 

All diis seems lost on liberals 
cnthrallcll by President Clinton’s plan . 
simultaneously to increase federal 
spending, cut taxes and pay down die 
national debt. Of course, when President 
Reagan proposed cutdng taxes, increas- 
ing defense spending and limiting the 


growth of domesdc spending, these same 
liberals attacked his propo.sals as unreal-, r.j 
isdcally dependent on “rosy scenarios.” i.l 
Good financial management follows ,■ , 
basic principles: Don’t spend more than . 
you earn. Don’t waste money on items of i|t 
litdc value.

C on we safeguard the 
cridcal secrets needed 
to protect nadonal 
security while we 
enhance the essendal 
scientific openness required for 
global leadership? It’s a tou^ 
quesdon, and it’s an old one. But 

I the issue is now.urgent once 
again. Calls for curtailing interna- 
donal research exchanges were 
ignited by the news that sensidve 
nuclear weapons informadon at 
‘ theLosAlomosNadonal 
Laboratory may have been 
leaked to the Chinese. As a 
result, broad-scdle invesdgadons 
and rifle-shot scapegoating have 
riveted Washington. But the 
recent months of incendiary con- 
giessional hearings and quick , 
reorgahizadons of the U.S. 
Department of Energy - no mat- 
ter how patriodc and wcU-inten- 
doned - have hot resolved the 
underlying choices about a long- 
range security strategy. 

Wc need to step back and 
. assess the radon^e for scientific - 
' cooperadon between researchers 
in the United States and those 
abroad. A central principle is that 
strongly enforced safeguards 
must be in place to protect the 
most sensidve informadon, with 
zero-tolerance for lax security 
and espionage. But overzealous 
and bureaucradc security mea- . 
sures would shut down thousands 
of produedve sdendhe 
. exchanges every year. That must 
not be tolerated either. Tlie costs

of such a system to the advance- 
ment.of science would be higher 
than the benefits. 

Nadonal vitality in rescarchis^ 
at risk whenever security- 
obsessed systems erode the free- 
dom to engage in global sdendfle 
cooperadon. If we overreact to . 
charges of espionage, then^e^-^ 
United States would-bc^racdc- 
ing on ideological'reflcx that has 
always been die enemy of sden- 
dfic and technological progr^ ■ 
-Open cxdianges accelerate 
research that not only enriches 
our lives but also bolsters our 
nadon’s security. That was true in 
the past and is equally true 
today. With many countries 
expanding their base of sdence 
. and engineering, the United 
States must parddpatc in the - 
global marketplace of ideas. 

A recent report by the commit- 
tee of the Nadonal Research 
Council evaluated the tensions 
inherent in conduedng some 
secret weapons-related research 
without compromising^thc spirit 
of sdendfic openness. The report 
points out that appronmately 75 
percent of the work being done 
at U.S, weapons laboratories is 
undassified and depcnds'oncon- 
tribudons of sdcndhc research 
performed in other countries. For

; HAILEY - The job can be cold and- 
thankless, but one that helps insure the 
safety of students at Hailey Elementary 
School. 

CaJixto Barayazarra and Earl “Stoney” 
Stoneback stand guard at the comer of 
Main and Elm streets. Their mission; 
lead students safely across the four lanes 
of traffic as Highway 75 travels through 
Halley. They show up each day to stand 
in snow, cold, rain or heat - and never a 
;word of complaint. 

■ Their demeanor, eye contact and vigi* 
lance comes from experience. 

Since 1994, Baroyazarra has faiUifuUy 
-stood watch, an hour each morning and 
afternoon. Stoneback Joined Barayazarra 
a year later and between the two of 
them, motorists have learned they’d bet- 
ter be prepared to stop the moment they 
see either crossing guard step foot off the 
;curb. The purposeful look on their faces 
stops traffic. 

' “Right now Pd do this job for nothing 
•Wcause right now, they’d (children) get 
killed if we weren’t here,’’ Stoneback 
Isays. 

\ Stoneback, a seasoned police captain 
;who retired from Newport Beach, Calif, 
and whose son, Jack Stoneback serves as 


Hailey’s chief of police, says most 
• motorists arc good about stopping, but 
some mean trouble - cell phone users 
ranking among the worst. 

“llie day 1 can no longer run is the day 
I’ll quit," Stoneback says. Many times 
he's had to jump out of the way because 
*a driver wasn’t paying attention and 
nearly ran him over, ho raates. 

The Blaine County School District pays 
the aossing guards who work two hours 
a day so it’s a job that brings only limited 
income, making it difficult to find people 
. willing to devote lime to the position. 

That’s why Barayazarra and Stoneback 
arc such assets to the community, says 
Hailey Elementary principal Ellen 
Morrical - . - .. 

“When we were just a little sleepy 
tovyn. with two lanes out there, we didn't 
need crossing guards,'' Morrical says. 
“Now, we’ll always have to have them." 

' in the winter about 50 students cross 
the highway. That number swells to 100 
in warmer months when bicycles come 
out of hibernation.

Learning banking by doing it at school 


DICKINSON, N.D. - High 
school students here ore leanung 
about money, loans and getting 
the best interest rates In town - 
all from their own school-based 
bank. 

Dickinson High School stu- 
dents can cash checks, get - 
: change, take out. loans of up to 
$200 and start savings accounts 
. that pay 4 percent Interest annu- 
ally. 

If they need cash, the teens can 
make minsactions on the way to 
class with a quick stop in the Hall- 
way at a sm^ room, where their 
classmates become their bankers. - 

“It’s, very convenient,” said 
Teresa Mathew, a 17-year-oId 
junior, after cashing a check - 
before class. “I think it is helpful, 
and people do learn a lot from it, 
too.” J’ 

The bank, open to current stu- 
denti and school employees, is 
run by students who study bank- 
ing in a class that lasts half a 
year. The course Is designed to 
teach students how to be profes- . 
sional bank tellers. 

Carson Svihl, dn l8-year-old 
senior who recently started the 
class, finds It harder than he 
expected, but he likes the chol-. 
lenge. 

“It’s going to be a lot more fun 
to actually do Mmething in per- 
son rather than rending out of a 
boolq” Svihl said. 

Elsie Reichert, the banking 
instructor,, said the class 
enhances bonking knowledge of 
the school’s 1,0(X) students. Even .

“Banks are no longer unap- 
proachable to them, which I think 
they are for a .lot of people still ~ ' 
a'dulcs includcd;”'she' said last" 
week. 

Community First National 
Bank came to the school with the 
idea of starting a* class to teach 
students about banking.

Moves to shelter 
inheritance gains I 
bipartisan support! 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fdr 
about 2 percent of Americans, It 
is often Uncle Sam’s filial goof- 
bye: an inheritance tax bill. | 

Now many people are saying 
-enough is enough. 

As the booming stock markdt 
and brisk economy boost thje 
wealth of more and more 
Americans, the tax bite of 37 per- 
cent to 55 percent on estates of 
more than $675,000 is undeir 
growing attack. | 

Some Republicans an^ 
Democrats are even pulling m 
the same direction to ease the 
tax. 

Sen. Sam Brownback, a Kansas 
Republican, says the tax “has a 
big impact on Kansans, especudly 
fanners and businesses.” He Is 
the author of a bill to raise, the 
estate tax threshold to $5 million. 

Rep.' Dennis Moore, a Kansas 
Democrat, agrees with 
Brownback, although he would 
raU« the threshold to $3 million. 

“I consistently hear from people 
. that the estate tax is not fair. 

“They say, ‘Wc’vc worked all 
bur lives, we've paid taxes on our 
earnings, and we’ve tried to accu- 
mulate some measure of wealth 
to pass on to our children or 
other persons.’ It’s a mattcr.of 
double taxation." ' 

Brownback calls it a “tax on 
dy^g” that is inqeasingly resent- . 
’ edr“Why force 'th’e reorganiza- 
tion of farms into trusts and co^ 
porations and limited partner- 
ships and gifting programs?” 
Brownback said. “It takes the 
focus from farming, to the detri- 
ment of that farm.” 

Brownback said families or oth- 
ers who inherited farms or busi- 
nesses sometimes had to sell 
them to pay the estate'taxcs. 
Surviving spouses do not have to 
pay the tax, but titeir heirs even- 
tu^y will. 

One defender of the tax said 

the perceived effect is mislead- 

ing in that less than 1 percent of 
the amount of all assets in taxed 
estates is from farms and less 
than 4 percent is from business- 
es.

The Nasdaq, dominated by 
technology stocks, has risen 
nearly 6 percent so. far this year, 
while the blue-chip Dow indus- 
trial average has fallen more 
than 5 percent. 

“It’s a very fragmented mar- 
ket, and you can understand 
why," said Larry Wachtel, mar- 
ket analyst at Prudential 
Securities.

Crash hits a Seattle psyche 
already battered by events 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Worried about (he problem sus- 
pected in the crash of Alaska 
Airlines Flight 261, .pilots may be 
inadvertently overheating the 
, motors on airplane stabilizers by 
repeatedly testing them before 
takeoff. 

• . • In the week since the Jan. 31 
crash that killed 86 people, 
three MD-60 scries jetliners 
have returned (6 their gates 
because of stabilizer problems. 
Two can probably be traced to 
the pilots’ testing and' retesting 
the equipment, airline offjciais 
said. 

“It may be that some pilots are 
being overly cautious and arc 

- running through their checks 
several more times than they typ- 
ically do with their stabilizer,” 

. said Jack Evans, an Alaska 
Airlines spokesman.

- SEA'TTLE (AP) - For a while at 
least, it seemed as if bad things ' 
didn’t happen here. 

Not in this smug and sparkling', 
city^ as liberal as it is livable, a 
place where high-tech millionaires 
ore as plentiful as postcard view& 

But bad things have been hap- 
pening here, over and over again 
in th6 last few months. And last 
week’s crash of Alaska Airlines 
Flight 261,. which claimed the 
lives of 42 Seahle-area residents, 
was perhaps the most'deeply felt 
blow.

“We’ve had that illusion punc- 
tured.". 

The_riring of incidents comes,. 
-after-what-Findlay called-“some-— 
what of a charmed decade" for 
' the dty that saw the flourishing of 
. Microsoft in nearby Redmond, a 
market surge by home-grown 
Starbucks coffee and widening 
' influence of Seattle’s grunge-rock 
scene. 

While recent traumas can’t 
compare to the street battles and ' 
economic hard times of ilie late' 
1960s and early 1970s, when the 
Vietnam War raged and Boeing 
Co. laid off two-thirds of its 


Seattle work force, “the coinci- 
dence of these things is unusual,” 
Findlay said. “Certainly, it’s been 
a hard.several months.” 

The turmoil began on Nov. 3, 
with -the fatal shooting of two 
shipyard employees and serious 
wounding of two others. SWAT 
teams swarmed a residential 
neighborhood, bur the killer 
escaped. A form'er employee was 
arrested and charged with the' 
slayings in Januaiy. 

Then in early December, ' 
Seattle residents were stunned 
as more than 50,000 World Trade 
Organization protesters poured 
into downtown streets. Gangs of 
anarchists and opportunists' 
smashed storefront windows, 
trashed police cars and did some 
$2.5 million in property damage. 

Mayor Paul SchcU was har^y < 
criticized at first for not doing . 
enough, then later for overreact- 
ing when police took on the 
crowds with tear gas and rubber 
bullets. Police Chief _ Norm 
Stamper announced his'^retire- 
ment soon afterword. 

— : Next come the Dec. 14 arrest of 
an Algerian national who was 
allegedly smuggling military- 
grade explosives and timing 
devices into Washington state 
with, intent to blovv up U.S. tar- 
gets. Ahmed Ressara had , 
reserved a room for that night 
near Seattle’s Space Needle, and - 
the mayor’s office went on to can- 
cel the dty’s New Year’s celebra- 
tion around the landmark. 

When the Alaska Airlines flight 
crashed into the Pacific Ocean 


near Los Angeles on Jan. 31 as it 
headed to San Francisco and 
Seattle from Puerto Vallarta, 
Mexico, a number of the 88 
aboard were off-duty employees 
of the Seattle-based qirline and its 
affiliate, Horizon. 

"We seem to have been reel- 
' ing,” said Bill Gallant, spokesman 
for the Seattle-based Catholic 
Archdiocese of Western 
Washington. Sixteen aboard the 
flight were also Catholic parish- 
ioners in the Seattle area. 

“This is a very tough time,” 
Gallant said. “I think people are 
feeling a little lost and a little out 
of'comrol.” 

. Local shockwaves from the 
cra^ ore immense in a dtywhere 
“almost everybody knows some- 
body or knows of somebody who 
either lost their life or works for 
Alaska Airlines,” said Anthony 
Robmson, pastor of the Plymouth 
' Congregational Church. 

On Seattle’s waterfront on 
Sunday, elementary school' 
teacher Cristy Verellen, 52, of 
nearby Federal Way said the 
plane disaster “touches every- 
•one.” 

“It’s the magnitude, when so 
many people go down at once,” 
she said. 

The city will host an open 
memorial to crash victims this 
week, said Dick Lilly, Schell’s 
spokesman. 

Recent incidents - cspcdally 
the WTO protests !- “aren’t the 
essence of Seattle,” he said, “and 
they don’t characterize either our 
past or our future.”

In the average gome, if West is 
imaginative enough to lead his 
heart king, South has good reason 
for regrets. And if South is de- 
, piessed enough oycr.the accurate, 
lead, he might surrender. “If 
hearts arc'4-4, 1 make the game; if 
they are &-3, 1 go down one." 

What did a Swedish champion 
' do against the killing heart lead? 
He kept a poker .face and. let his 
cards do the talking. On West’s 
heart king, South dropped a pug- 
nacious 10. And when West con- 
tinued with his queen. South 
dropped an equally hostile jack! 

When West continued with his 
nine, what was Elast to believe? If 
West had led from K-Q-0-8, an 
overtake by East would block the 
suit, conceding nine winners to 
South. Understandably, East 
played low, allowing West's nine 
to hold the tridc and hilly expect- 
ing to win West's next heart lead. 

Momrsl When South dropped 
the eight, East knew he had b^n 
had. Instead of South going down 
one, his combative stance earned 
him an overtriek and gave his op- 
ponents something toremember. 

Moral? It never pays to surren- 
der. When in trouble, don’t show 
fepr. Keep a poker face, ploy bold- 
ly, and hope for the best
